In  Icokinp;  at 
a  superb  ediliecc  we  nngl'.t  wiili  as 
s^reat  proj)ricly,  say,  iliat  it  built  it¬ 
self,  as  to  say,  it  w'as  built  by  an  idiot 
ora  total  sti aaigerto  the  arts  of  n.c- 
ehunisin.  If  l!ic  biblc  be  anefiect 
too  ereat  to  be  accuuiucd  fc/r  from 
luiinan  artiuce,  its  existence  must 
be  as(TiI)cd  to  a  higl'xr  cause.  It 
is  impossible  the  bible  shculd  com¬ 
pose  itself,  ami  it  is  equaily  imp' s  fi- 
Idc  that  some*  great  man  should  Imve 
composed  it,  jirovidod  Ins  abiiilic^s 
were  inadequate  to  such  cciuposi- 
tion.
